2020 was returning to the United States, to 
hit all the stops that were skipped. First up? 
Brooklyn Bowl, in Nashville, Tennessee. 


And what a venue it is: A bowling alley, full 
bar, diner, and stage in one space (1 smoked 
Cas at bowling before the show, but that’s 
beside the point). Full stage, raised 
platforms for different band members, each 
of Alexis, Joe, Al, Owen, and Felix getting 
their own time in the spotlight when their 
featured portions on the tracks came about.
